Lafayette'’s Last Visit to America. 


From the “Constitutional History 
of the United States,” by W. A. Cocke, 
we extract the following extracts rel- 
ative to Lafayette’s visit toethis coun- 
try in 1824: 

“It was previously known that this 
distinguished man had expressed a 
desire to visit the United States. This 


intelligence reaching Congress, reso- 


lutions were passed placing a Govern- 
ment ship at his disposal, which he 
modestly declined, taking passage, 
with his son George Washington, in 
the packet ship Cadmus, at his own 
expense, aud on the 10th day of Auv- 
gust, 1824, arrived in New York. His 
reception was brilliant in the extreme. 
It is impossible to describe the sensa- 
tions of his breast as he reached the 
country, now free and happy, which 
he had_moistened with his blood when 
undér the misrule and oppression of 
tyranny. The Banner of Freedom 
with Stars and Stripes, waved from 
mast-head and_ steeple, thousands 
crowded the shore, the air resounded 
with hearty welcome to the venerable. 
warrior and statesman, whilst the 
heaving breast and heavy tear pro- 
claimed the feelings of the man, as he 
grasped the hands of familiar friends, 
hallowed by the recollections, the tri- 
als, the blood of the battle-field, which 
he not only seen, but felt its warm 
gushing flow from hi? own body. 


As the boat reached the American 
shore, the air was redolent with the 
song of freedom. He had scarcely 
touched the land before he was alter- 
nately in the embrace of Gen. Clark- 
son, Gen. Van Courtland, Col. Willet, 
and others of the days of the Revolu- 
tion. From New York Lafayette pro- 
ceeded on a tour through the United 
States. Everywhere he was the “Na- 
tional Guest.” For more than a year 
his journey was one continued and 
splendid peagant ; the people were 
almost delirious with joy and grati- 
tude; at every city and town and 
hamlet they poured forth en masse, not 


fonly to see and honor the great bene- 


factor of two nations, the “representa- 
tive of two hemispheres? bat to ex- 
press, in every conceivable shape, the 
ardent affections they had for the man 
who had made such sacrifices for a 
distant nation, which did not even 
speak his mother tongue. The le, 


honor throughout the land ; speeches, 
célebfations, dinners, illuminations, 
balls and serenades, attended his every 
step, as he visited each and every 
State in the Union. 

He was present at the laying of the 
‘corner-stone of the Bunker Hill Mon- 
ument, on the 17th of June, 1825, par- 
ticipating in the ceremonies of the 
day. Here he met many of his old 
war-worn friends, many aged compan- 
ions of the tent and the battle-field, 
who had come up from different parts 
of the country, with weak and totter- 
ing steps, to mingle in the happy ser- 
vice of the day—especially happy to 
them, as with delight they viewed the 
oonge and altered place, where once 
they heard and felt the shock of bat- 
tle, the heavy roar of artillery ; saw 
the awful flash of the sword, and 
brave men and ardent friends fall and 


«| die in the dread carnage of the battle- 


field. But how changed the scene !— 
all was joy and gladness. Instead of 
embattled hosts, mingling in the fierce 
struggle of life and death, peace and 
brotherly love met and firmly bound 
the hearts of freemen, on this concen- 
trated spot. Lafayette visited every 
place of interest, and sojourned a 
while with John Adams, Thomas Jef- 
ferson, James Gadison and James 
Monroe at their private residences. 
But it was right that Congress, the 
great representative body of the na- 
tion, should also open its heart and 
hand. He was publicly received by 
both houses of Congress, with every 
honor and compliment that could be 
bestowed. But Congress could not 
stop at empty honor ; it appreciated, 
but not too fully, the services he had 
rendered and the sacrifices he had 
made, by voting, him two hundred 
thousand dollars in money, and twen- 
ty-four thousand acres of land in Flori- 
da. The bill passed the Senate by a 
vote of 37 to 7, and the House of Rep- 
resentatives by a vote of 166 to 26. 
When it came up on its third reading 
in the Senate, tke bill was on motion 
of Smith of Maryland passed nemine 
contradicenti, and-both Houses unani- 
mously agreed to the appointment of 
a committee to inform Lafayette. They 
communicated the action of Congress 
to the old hero, who, in his touching 
and feeling reply, received the appro- 
priation as “old and American soldier 
and adopted son of the United States ;” 
and, in his own language, he said, 
‘two titles dearer to my heart than 
all the treasures of the world.” 
Lafayette remained a little over 
twelve months in the United States. 
\ new frigate, named in honor of him 
and his gallant exploits at the battle 
of Brandywine, was provided By Con- 
ress to carry him to France. He took 
final leave of the nation at the seat 
of Government in Washington. John 
Adams being President invited Lafay- 
ette to pass a few weeks in the Presi- 
dential mansion. The Tth of Septem- 
ber, 1825, was the appointed day for 
taking final leave. About twelve 
o’clock the officers of the-General Gov- 
ernment, civil, military naval, 
with the authorities of Washington, 
Alexandria and Georgetown, ‘with 
many citizens and strangers, asvem- 
bled at the President’s house. Lafay- 
ette entered the great hall in silence, 
but with evident emotion; leaning on 
the Marshal of the District and one of 
the sons of the President. Adams, 
with much dignity and grace, mingled 


with one heart and one voice, did him’ 


with more accustomed feeling, 


addressed him in a style and manner 
suited to the occasion and the man. 
y At the conclusion of it the venera- 
ble Marshal delivered a short but 
most feeling address, clothed in lan- 
guage of great beauty, full of fhe no- 
lest sentiments, and the warmest de- 
votion to the interests of the United 
States. “God bless you sir,” said the 
old Geheral, 
us. God blesa the American 
each of their States, and the 
Government, Accept this patriotic 
farewell of an overflowing heart.” As 
the last sentence fell from his quiver- 
ing lips, he advanced and took Presi- 
dent Adams in his arms, ae tears flow- 
ed down his furrowed cheeks. An im- 
mense procession followed him to tho 
Potomac, where the steamer Mount 
Vernon awaited to carry him down 
the river to the frigate Brandywine. 
As the boat came opposite Mount 
Vernon it paused in its progress. La- 
fayette arose, silent and absorbed in 
mighty recollections which the scene 
inspired—for he for the last 
time upon the blue hills of Virginia 


ple, 


Country,” reposed. He spoke not but 
turned afvay to drop another tear to 
the memory of the loved companion 
of his youth, and his cherished friends 
—— his many ttials and toils. Nor 
was the sacred silence broken until 
the boat moved off amid the strains 
of the sweet and plaintiff music, ming- 
ling its notes with the gentle murmurs 
of the Potomac, as it rolls its endless 
requium to the memory of Washing- 
ton

but as the boat which bore the party. 


down the river approached the frigate, 
and the last parting scene was taking 
place, the clouds began to roll away, 
a bright and genial sun shone fort 
reflecting from the départing clouds a 
magnificent arch, which spaaned the 
river from shore to shore, the Brandy- 
wine, which was toconvey the vener- 
able chief back to his native home, 
standing immediately beneath the cen- 
tre. Bright asd auspicious omen, 
that Heaven smiled on the deeds of 
the virtuous and the good ”

| February 24th, 1864, 

My Dear Vedetie: Being stowed away in 
the snow and ice, whieh defends Soda/Vity 
and Camp Connor from all marauders, with a 
thermometer ranging from 10 to 35 degrees 
below zero, and on one eccasion at 43 below, 
the thought strikes me that as a descrip- 
tion of Camp Conner. with its surroundings, 
had never been furnished you, I will assay 
the task. inform you that the atl im- 
portant duty devolving upon your bumble 
servant is, reporter for the ancient, noble, 
honorable and time-honored associatian, bear- 
ing the worshipful title of “One Thousand 
and One,” you will, I feel confident, be at 
once impressed with the magnitude of my re- 
sponsibility, and the natural overwhelming 
embarrassment attending my efforts. 

Yet with your kind indulgence for this, my 
first attempt,coupled with your leniency in par- 
doning the errors I may commit, I launch my 
barque, having offered a prayer for the safety 
of its voyage, and given the requisite instruc. 
tions to my Chief Mate, I seat myself in the 
after cabin and commence my *‘Log.’’ 

Our Post is neat, comfortable, quiet, and 
withal the coziest little huddle of Soldier 
Boys Lever saw. Our quarters are built of 
the pride of the forest—‘Pines ’—-and are 
erected with a peculiar eye to comfort, viz: 
there are two buildings of 80 feet in length 
and 15 feétin width, running parallel one 
with the other, leaving a space of 100 feet 
between each building, for use as a Parade 
Ground. These buildings are partitioned into 
messes of eight and ten men each, with an 
apartment in the north end of each 30 by 15 
feet, these being occupied by the Subsistence 
and Q.M. Departments respectively. Each 
mess has a chimney, fire-place, windgw and 
door, with bunks, tables, and benches, and 
every convenience that a soldier can device 
in habitations of so rude a nature, and so 
roughly constructed. Fronting these quar- 
ters, stands in bold relief a master piece of 
mechanism, both in style, compactness and 
adaptation to the frivolities of ~Co. H,” viz: 
the Guard House. Its dimensions are 25 by 
12 feet, with a cell for its unfortunate occu- 
pants of 3 by 12 feet, and a good, comfortable 
room for the Guard. Thanks to the “Gallant 
H,” the dwellers in thts dread Domicil are 
but few. Directly in rear of the Guard House, 
distant from the south end of the men’s quar- 
ters 60 feet, and facing the Purade Ground. 
are erected the officer’s quarters, which con- 
sist of one log building, 50 by 12 feet. This 
is partitioned into three apartments, with an 
L attached to the east end, 24 by 12 feet, this 
being used asa-kitoben and dining room. 
The Commanding Officer occupies the center 
apartment, Lieutenant Shoemaker the one on 
the right, the one on the left, now vacant, was 
originally intended for Lieut. Washburn and 
lady. In front of the officer’s quarters stands 
our flag staff, which J must say would be an 
ornament toa much more beautiful parade 
ground than the one on which~it so majestic- 
ally stands. It is 90 teet in height, and of the 
most symmetrical proportions. Some one 
bundred yards in rear of the officer's quar- 
ters are the laundress quarters, which are 
built of the same material as the others above 
mentioned, and are ornamented and arrranged 
in accordance with the taste of their occu- 
pants. By way of information I may as well 
state that Co. H has its full quota of laundresses. 
Our whole-souled Conwuy, our unassuming 
and modest Coberly, and our go-ahead Vaughn, 
have each sworn truth and fidelity to the 
matrimonial lineage. Happiness, domestic 
bliss and adherent felicity, apparently reigo 
throughout their circle. 

On the same row and to the left of the 
laundresses’ quarters, the celebrated pbilo- 
logical, phrenological and spontaneous bar- 
ber bolds forth. He bas erected a large and 
commodious saloon, in which your pbiz can 
be relieved of its coatirg, be it luxuriant as 
friend Randolph's, or of a more moderate 
growth, resembling our friend Bobby Burns’, 
from “Dubling” alias “Old Dart.” His chairs 
are constructed in a manner to insure comfort. 
ease and luxury to bis customers—being 9 


| pine beach, minus the back. His razors are 


noted for their Apenneps and acuteness off W. T.S,; M. itt, We 


touch. His water is of a corresponding tem- 
perature of that indicated by Fabrenbeit on 
a certain cold morning; perhaps he gets 
sbaved there ?, Can’t tell. I know Ido. Ad- 
jacent to this abiding place of our friend, the 
Professor, is erected an imposing sanctum. in 
which our proficient master of wax and thread 


resides. G. W: B., well known and truly up- 


preciated as the gem of the trade; either 
pegged, sewea or pasted, with neatness and 
dispatch.

graciously conferred by their fair donors, and 


you that these deuced little witches are the 
most aggravating possessors of all that en- 
snares man that one could meet for many a 
day, were we anxionsly hunting for the same. 
In sum total, the ladies and misses of Soda 
City will compare with those of any city of 
its population. 


The building to which -I last referred, is 
also occupied by the Good Templars as a 
Lodge room..of which Society, Co. H may fee!

Within this enclosure of pine, also are held 
the regular meetings of the Order of One 
Thousand and One, which illustrious orgapiza- 
tion dates back from the days of Noah, the 
Grand Lodge of which society, is at present 
established at Denver City, Colorado Terri- 
tory, and there being one of its founders so- 
journing with us thia winter, we have through 
bis instructions and assistance, organized a 
Lodge at Camp Connor, known as the Idaho

_while ago that the Chickasaws pur- 
sued the wild game of the solitudes of 
NMearthern Mississippi undisturbed: 
Among them all traditien gives no 
ore worthy examples than those of 
shemingo,” the hospitable king ‘of 
the Chickasaw nation, and his fair 
daughter “Itawamba.” In the year 
1816, a lawsuit was pending in one of 


the high courts of Georgia, by which | P 


the title to a.large estate, then under 
investigation, depended entirely upon 
an absent witness, who had, ™ was 
found, removed to Fort Pickering, a 
fortified station on the Mississippi 
fiver. Thétestiniony of ‘this witness 
was of the utmost importance to se 
cure the property to the rightful own- 
er; and although the journey was a 
hazardous one, of many weeks’ ab- 
sence, yet the value of the property in 
jeopardy justified it. So he set out on 

orseback affer taking leave of his 
family. The defendant, a man of 
wealth and an intriguing and crafty 
designer, learning the absencevof his 
opponent, and aware of the nature of 
his errand, determined to prevent his 
return, and eby secure to himself 
the ownership of the much coveted 
possession, He found a worthy tool 
in his overseer (a minion at his com- 
mand,) who undertook, by the promise 
of a large reward, to follow to the 
“death the unsuspecting victim. The 
hired assassin overtook the prosecutor 
at an inn kept by an Indian, in Cotton 
Gin—a small village now called Cot- 
ton Gin Port, about forty miles south 
of Corinth, Mississippi, on the Mobile 
and Ohio railroad. The following 
morning the two travelers set ont to- 
gether, and in crossing a swollen 
stream, the ford of which was difficult, 
the prosecutor’s horse became entang- 
led in some driftwood, and. while he 
wag struggling to extricate himself 
the murderer assailed him with a large 
club, and left him stiff on the bank, 
while he cut the horse’s throat; and 
left him to be floated down the stream. 
Ile then extracted all papers and let- 
_ ters from the pockets of the prostrate 
man, beat most desperately the life- 
less frame and cast it into the stream 
consoling himself with the thought 
that none but Indians could possibly 
find the remains, and they would sup- 
pose the horse and rider were drowned 
in the effort to cross the. dangerous 
stream. He then mounted his horse 
and pursued his journey. | 


The body of the mangled man, after 
drifting a short distance, became en- 
tangled ins some drift near the bank, 
and in this situation ,was soon after 
scen by a party of Chickasaws on 
their way to Cotton Gin. They drew 
the body from the mud and discovered 
faint signs of life. Every restorative 
suggested by savage instinct was ap- 
plied, and strange to tell the man was 
restored to animation, but not to con- 
sciousness ; the blows upon the skull 
had injured the brain.” It now became 
a question with the Indians how to 
dispose of the helpless man. They 
fearcd, if he should die while in their 
hands, that they would be considered 
his murderers by the white men in the 
territory around them. Finally they 
resolved to take him to their chief, 
Tishomingo, who, lived not far from 
the present town of Carrollsville The 
old king recerved him kindly, gave 
him a couch of skins, and committed 
him to the care-of his daughter, Ita- 
wamba, who tenderly nursed him. 
She bathed in unctous herbs the fester- 
ing wounds, and bandaged the swol- 
len limbs, and for months waited kindly 
and patiently upon the invalid. Win- 
ter rolled away, Spring came, and with 
it consciousness returned to the mind 
of the poor sufferer. As a dream 


— 


he remembered meeting the overseer 
—his hid for twelve 
oijles—the angry stream that crost 
his way—then the blow—the fall—the 
darkness—all else was blank. His 
anxiety to return to his family in- 
creased with his health. The good 
old Indian king sent him to Cotton 
Gin, where he found a newspaper con- 
taining an advertisement of his estate 
for sale, signed by his wife (adminis- 
tratix.) ithout-delay he set out for 
Georgia, and arrived just in time to 
revent.the mafriagé*‘ of his widow. 
He lived many years after his return, 
but was never the same business man 
he was before the accident. His mur- 
derer, haunted by a guilty conscience, 
went to Fort Pickering, and commit- 
téd suicide by jumping into the Missis- 
sippi.

precious metals, and the latter asking what, 
if any, protection will be accorded to those 
coming hither to develop the mineral resour- 
ces of the country. = 

Without giving undue importance to the 
thoughtless or reckless words of misguided, 
prejudiced, or bad-bearted men who may be 
guilty of sueh threats as those referred to, 
and indulging the bope that they are bat indi- 
vidual expressions rather than menaces, issued 
by any presumed or presumptuous authority 
whatsoever, the undersigned takes occasion 
to repeat what no loyal citizen will 
gainsay, that this Territory is the public 

roperty of the Nation, whose wish it is, that 
it be developed at the earliest possible day, 
in ‘all its rica resources, mineral as well as 
agricultural, pastoral and mechanical.
